Obligations involved in the Christian Profession. 

American Christians love to think, that their 
own native land is destined to exerta very eminent 
and powerful influence toward the redemption ol 
the whole world. They know this can never be, 
unless Christianity enable her to do it; for them- 
selves acknowledge no other adequate redeeming 
power onearth. Indeed they are fully convinced, 
that this nation itself must go to ruin, notw ithstand- 
7 all its civilinstitutions and immunities, uf the 
institutions of the Gospel do not save it. They 
know it to be a fixed law of their Master's king- 
dom.that the strong bear the infirmities of the weak, 
and to shut up their bowels of compassion when a 
brother has need, their own religious and most 
valued sensibilities cannot quietly endure. They 
hear the impressive word from Heaven, ‘* Strength- 
en the things which remain, that are ready to die;” 
and that word is mightily enforced by their own 
obaervation of events, and views of sound policy. 
They hear from the lips of the Lord himself, 
“ Freely ye have received, freely give; and they 
cannot be cold toward the cause of Missions, with- 
out shewing their spirit to be in sad contrast with 
shat, which originated the Gospel itself, which ear- 
ried it to their ancesters when living in heathenism, 
and which brought it to their own souls when per- 
ishing insin—in sad contrast with the Gospel’s 
whole nature, and the Gospels whole histery. 
They hear the high mandate of Him who died for 
all," Go preach my Gospel to every creature;” 
and, by their very profession, they with others 
have voluntarily assumed the momentous respon- 
sibilities of thissolemn charge. They read in the 
open history of the world, and in the real condi- 
tion of every Christian land, the absolute necessity 
of maintaining a missionary spirit; and never can 
they consistently abandon Domestic any more than 
Foreign «Missions, ull all of all lands know the 
Lord, even from the least unto the greatest. [id.

Extracts from a communication from Mr. Bying- 
ton, dated August, 1831. 

At the first organization of the Mayhew church, 
May 8, 1821, there were members, 7, Since that 
time, there have been received by letter, 21—on 
examination, 284—total $12. Ol whom eight are 
blacks, 48 are white people, and 256 red people. 

Of these five have been dismissed and recom- 
mended to other churches, nine have died, seven 
have been suspended, and twenty excommunicated. 

Many of the members have been led astray by 
whiskey, some by political troubles, and some by 
the artifices and threats of kindred, and many, per- 
haps most, by theirown hearts’ lusts. “The politi- 
cal troubles are great and oppressive, and have a 
deadening influence upon the church in various 
| ways. Many of our people seem to live with re- 
ference to the day of judgment, and are our com- 
fort and joy. Many love the gospel more than 

all things besides. 
1 Much whiskey is drank, and I presume more 
than thirtv persons have lost their lives in this one 
| district, in the last twenty months. Little effort 
| is made to suppress the drinking of whiskey. 
Mooshoolatubbe and Nitakechi are opposed to 
the removal of any of the old missionaries to the 
new country; and have written to the government 
not to aliow any of them to go there, and to send 
| new atall. A few of the Choctaws 
| mean to attempt to remain here five years. Many, 
we are told, will wander any where, rather than 
go over the river, and reside in the new country.

ANECDOTE OF WASHINGTON, 
The following incident is certainly important 


and there are doubtless others, showing a sense | 


of the love and fear of God in the hearts of the 
fathers of our country, and also those exhibiting a 


special Providence in directing the events of the | 


revolution, which have not appeared in any his- 
tory. 

The surprise and capture of the Hessian troops 
at Trenton is a well remembered event in our 
revolutionary history. It occurred at the darkest 
period of the struggle, and it was in the hour 
when the hopes of the most sanguine had alinost 
failed, that God se singularly interposed to save 
our land. 

On that eventful morning, Colonel Biddle, of 
Philadelphia, rode by the side of Washington 
and it was from his oft-repeated relation of the 
circumstances of that contest that we have de- 
rived our knowledge of the following interesting 
fact: 

The American troops crossed the Delaware 
about nine miles above Trenton, and marched in 
two divisions upon the town. This unexpected 
approach and vigorous attack of foes supposed 
to be dispirited and defeated, was completely 
successful; and although the floating ice in the 


river had delayed the crossing, and it was eight | 
o’clock when Washington entered the village, the | 


victory was gained with an ease altogether unex- 
pected. In a few minutes all the outguards were 


driven in, and the American forces having sur- | 
rounded the town, resistance became fruitless, | 


and the enemy surrendered. When this event 
was communicated to Washington, he was press- 
ing forward, and animating his troops by his voice 
and example. Instantly checking his horse, and 
throwing the reins upon his neck, the venerable 
man raised his hands and eyes to heaven, and 
thus silently and emphatically acknowledged 
whence the victory had come, and what aid he 
had implored to guard his beloved country in the 
perilous conflicts.
